M r. Fullerton 
rem arked first on 
the 


lateness of the spring, saying that the 
spawning of pike tor pike-perch, w hich 
he stated is the true name for the fish, 
it tieing of the perch fam ily, 
while the 
muskalonge and pickerel are the repre­ 
sentatives of the European pike fam ily 
in Am erica) is usually from the 18th to 


the 23rd of A p ril, 
w hile a letter 
from 
Tower 
received yesterday stated that 
the ice in 
V erm illion lake was just as 
solid 
then as at any tim e the past win 
tor. 
N otw ithstand ing this the crew on 
(lu ll lake were having fine success. T he 


two crews, one of 
w hich is under the

the color of its 
flesh.

the fry about four years to m ature and 
there should be good fishing i« Serpent 
lake at the end of that time. 


There are 
also several varieties of 
speckeled and rainbow trout being pro 
pogated. 
M r. 
Fullerton 
states th at 


there are 
m any requests for several 
varieties of tro ut for the same body of 


water, b ut th at is inadvisable as they 
cross breed to a certain extent and the 
hybrid, like a mule, w ill not reproduce 
itself arid they soon run out. 


The state has also, at the last session 


of the legislature, authorized the p u r­ 


chase of a fish car for the state. 
This 
car w ill be equipped w ith tanks and 


w ith m achinery for properly aerating 
the water so that fish or spawn can lie 
kept in it indefinitely. 
T h e car has 
been already ordered of the H icks loco­ 
m otive works and will eo< t 89,500. 
W hen 
this is in commission, and it is to be de­ 
livered in August next, the deliveries 
on one line of road will be taken aboard 
in bulk and the parties receiving the 
fish will ho telegraphed 
to
